manded by lieutenants.

3. The DRV olans to profit by each change in the Hanotedginis strative orgarniza< 
tion to stage & mass infiiltrution of govermuent services. Its principal 
objective is the formation of cells in factories such as STAI, SIE, Compagnie 
des Laux, Bolllot, Brasserie Hommel and the Societe des Tramways. The 
Societs des Tramways wid be a spsclal. sabotage target because, seared 
with the iden end Majestic Movie Houses, it has not yet paid taxes to the DRV. 


he On 28 llsrch 1951, the Chief of the ‘4litary Intelligence Service (Cuc Truong 
- Cue Tinh Bao), Colonel Tran Hieu, opened a course in espionage for 50 students 
at Phao Lang (16h—52, 24-20), near Thai Nguyen, One group was graduated on 
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30 April 1951 and beginning on 5 lay were sent into Hanoi to begin the 
formation of cells, They were ordered to wait for instructions before 
comitting any acts of sabotage.

(ne of the objectives of the "Hoang Hos Tham" offensive, launched by DRY 
forces in the Dong Trigueilao Khe region in mid-April 1951, was to drive 
¥rench forees back on Haiphong, where they would be cut off from their 
supply cf water, The DAV was unable to attain ali of its objectives and 

the 308 Division, which is used as a striking forcs on the "Hoang Hoa Tham" 
front, was forced to withdraw to the aorth on 12 May.#* About 20 trucks 
left Langson daily via Rae Giang for the Luc Nam-Dong Triew read with 
supplies for the Division in preparation for the next phase of the offensive, 
which is net yet completed, 


IRV forces were able to effect partial destruction cf the water works at 
Yong Bi and killed or wounded 2,000 French troops. French forces inflicted 
heavy Losses on DEV guerrilla forces and were able ts disperse almost all 
of the local guerrilla units.
